Dear Sir: 

In recounting his travels with Jerry Rubin, the . onetime 
Yippie leader, David Israel says of Rubin's appearance on WTOP’s 
"Nine in the Morning" show last Thursday: "Now he seemed a lot 

less crazy than the two men on the show with him, the two 
Southern gentlemen in their nicely tailored coats and ties who 
were contending that James Earl Ray didn't kill Martin Luther 
King and that the press was guilty of a cover-up." 

If it weren't for fear of being branded "nuts", I would 
swear that Harold Weisberg and I are the two "Southern gentlemen" 
referred to by Mr. Israel. 

The evidence against this is formidable, however. For 
example, .I.am not a Southerner, nor is Weisberg. Nor is en,ther of 
us exactly renowned for sartorial splendor. In fact, at precisely 
the same time Rubin was on WTOP-TV last Thursday, Weisberg was 
wearing a hand-me-down jacket and wash pants. I was wearing my 
best suit, one I bought several years ago when I weighed about 
fifteen pounds less. One button on the jacket is missing and the 
other two are badly chipped. Two weeks ago my baby-sitter kindly 
sewed the right arm back on. 

But I do have some basis for speculating that Weisberg and 
I appeared on the same- program Rubin did. Several persons, some 
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of them not presently under psychiatric care, have boldly told 
me that they saw us on it. 

Perhaps we were there. Like Israel's two "Southern gentle- 
men" , Weisberg and I have been known to argue that James Earl Ray 
did not kill Dr. King. On occasion we've also said that the press 
did an excellent job of reporting on Dr. King's assassination until 
Ray entered his coerced guilty plea but has failed to do its job 
since then. 

I do have a fairly definite recollection of being on TV with 
Weisberg and Rubin. I recall Weisberg saying he had obtained some 
FBI documents which directly contradict what the prosecution told 
the court about how Dr. King was killed. I recall reading from a 
letter by the Deputy Attorney General which states that the Depart- 
ment of Justice does not have a single photograph of the scene of 
the crime where Dr. King was shot. 

But perhaps I am just dreaming that Weisberg and I made these 
statements. I have not seen them reported anywhere in the press, 
not even in Israel’s column, ‘so they must nor have been made. — 

Perhaps Weisberg and I weren't on that program with Rubin 
and two "Southern gentlemen" were. 

On the other hand, there is always the possibility that someone 
sHpp0(j David Israel some LSD while he was making the rounds with 
Jerry Rubin.
